John Wright Was a Member of the 
United States Congress in 1854.

Washington, June 12.—John Vines 
Wright,. the oldest living €x-member 
of congress, died today at his home in 
this city. Aithough nearly 80 years old, 
he had been regularly at his desk in the 
general land office until two .months 
ago, when he had a stroke of paralysis. 

Judge Wright was “born in McNally 
county, Tennessee, ins 1828, 
educated in Louisville. He was admitted 
to the bar in 1852 and was sagt to 
congress in 1854, serving in the m or- 
able sessions preceding the civil war. 
He resigned when the state of Tennes- 
in 186! and served in the 
he was elected a member 
of the ‘confederate congress. While 
colonel of the Thirteenth Tennessee 
regiment, JgUge Wright had his horse

After the war Colonel Wright served 
as chancellor and judge of the supreme 
of Tennessee.

Chief Jentzen Stated That Despite 
Growth of City, Equipment of 
Kis Department Was Better 


Ten Years Ago—Appeal 


to Counell Direct. 


After listening to a report of. Dr 
Claude Smith on the dissemination of 
infectious bacteria by flies, and a talk 
by Chief Jentzen, of the sanitary de- 
partment, in which he showed the inad- 
equacy of the equipment of his depart- 
ment, the board of health yesterday 
afternoon appointed a committee to ap- 
pear before council, urge upon that body 
the absolute necessity for additional 
equipment for the department, and ask 
a larger appropriation to carry out the 
work of cleaning the city. | 

It was the expression of every mem- 
ber that some immediate action should 
be taken in order that the health of 
the citizens should not be _ (further 
jeopardized. 

It is understood that the report which 
will be framed by a committee will be 
submitted direct to council instead of 
the finance committee, because it was 
stated by members of the board that 
that committee had repeatedly failed 
to accede to the requests of the health 
department. 

Startling Facts Presented. 


facts were presented 
the offieers of the 


Many startling 
at the meeting by 
health department. 

Dr. Claude Smith, in making his re- 
port, having examined the feet of a 
number of flies collected from different 
restaurants, hotels and candy kitchens, 
declared that the colon organisms, or 
the same _ infectuoys bacteria which 
were present in manure and fecal mat- 
ter was found to be present on evéry 
collection of flies examined. 

He said that the flies would ttavel 
from the kitchens and restaurants to 
the manure and fecal piles, would there 
deposit their eggs, which would within 
eighteen hours develop into cocoons, 
which in turn within ten days would 
develop into the fly. 

Dr. Smith said that the length of life 
of the fly varied from a few hours to 
sometimes all the winter in the cold 
weather, and that making frequent 
trips to deposit .their eggs. thev gath- 
ered the bacteria on their feet and 
other parts of their bodies and would 
deposit these germs upon the food which 
was eaten, and in this way much sick- 
ness was produced. 

Dattger From Flies. 


Dr. Kennedy declared that as much 
Sickness was due to the infection car- 
ried by flies as to the bite of the mos- 
quite, and recommended that measures 
be taken by the board looking to the 
removal of the manure piles by the 
city so as to decrease the possibility of. 
disease from this source. 

Chief Jentzen, of the sanitary depart- 
ment, said that with the present ap- 
propriation the sanitary department 
was doing all that was possible to be 
done, 

He said that a much larger appro- 
priation was necessary in order to 
carry out any plans whereby the 
health of the city would be protected.

Congress of Tuberculosis 


REPLIES SLOW IN COMING 


Governor Hoke Smith Sent Out Let- 
ters Asking the Appointment of 
Delegates to Tuberculosis 
Congress at Request of . 
Capt, W. G. Raoul, 


Governor Smith h@g recently received 
several responses to letters sent out by 
him a short while ago to various par- 
ties in the state requesting the appoint- 
ment of delegates to the Internationa! 
Congress of Tuberculosis to be held in 
Washington from September 2! to Uc- 
tober 12. 

This action was taken at the request 
of Captain W. G. Reoul. of Atlanta, 
who is the Georgia member of the com- 
mittee having charge of the arrange- 
ment for the coming world congress. 

At a meeting held in Washington, 
President Roosevelt was urged to ac- 
cept the presidency of the congress, and 
accepted in the following letter: 

The White House, Washington, May 12 
1908. Sir: It is with great pleasure that I 
accept the presidency of the International 
Congress on Tuberculosis, which is to meet in 
this city on September 21, 1908, and extend 
its sessions to October 12, 1908. Official du- 
ties, however, may prevent my presiding at 
the initial meeting of the congress, in which 
case 1 will deputize Secretary Cortelyou. 

The importance of the crusade against 
tuberculosis, in the interest of which this 
congress convenes, cannot be overestimated 
when it is realized that tuberculosie costs 
our country 800,000 lives a year, and the en- 
tire world over a million lives a year, besides 
constituting a most serious handicap to ma- 
terial progress, prosperity and happiness and 
being an enormous expense to society, most 
often €1 those walks of life where the burden 
least bearable. 

Scicnce has demonstrated that this @isease 
can be stamped out, but the rapidity ana 
completeness with which this can be aeccom- 
plished depend upon the promptness with 
which the new doctrines about tuberculosis 
can be inculcated into the minds of the peo- 
ple and engrafted upon our customs. habits 
and laws. The presence in our midst of 
representatives of world-wide workers in this 
magnificent cause gives an unusual opportni- 
ty for accelerating the educational part of 
the process, 

The modern crusade against tuberculosis 
brings hope and bright prospects of recovery 
to hundreds of thousands of victims of the 
disease, who under old teachings were aban- 
doned to despair. The work of this congress 
will bring the results of the latest studies 
and investigations before the profession at 
large and place in the hands of our physat- 
cians all the newest and most approved 
methods of treating the disease—a knowledge 
which will add many years of valuable life 
to our people and will thereby increase our | 
public wealth and happiness. 

The International Congress on Turberculo- 
sis ts in the interest of universal peace. By

New York, June !2.—The weak relapée 
in prices of stocks today ‘had its origin 
in suspicion of the policy and position 
in the market of the powerful financial 
party, which has been credited with sus-

The Erie plan for funding the interest 
coupons of the bonds came as something 
of a shock, the advertised announcement 
in the’ morning papers carrying the first

essary to meet fixed charges for the cur- 
rent fiscal year’ did not make pleasant 
reading for the owners of the company’s 
Securities, after the rescue of the prop- 
erty by the purchase of the company's 
notes in April by E. H. Harriman. What 
particularly struck the speculative mind

The disclosure 
of the new patchwork for Erie finances 
Simultaneously with the announcement 
of the closing of the subscription of 
Union Pacific bonds, carried a sugges- 
tion of sequence and arrangemeent, by 
design, that proved of sinister effect on 
the speculation. Pressure of the new 
Inion Pacific bonds, when issued in the 
Outside market and their sale there and 
in the London market at 1% per cent be- 
low the subscription price, intensified 
this impression, as did the unuspported 
position of Union Pacific’ stock in the 
market, which was revealed at an early 
Stage in the day’s transactions. The 
presumption was drawn that the market 
campaign for support of prices had been 
concluded with the completion of the 
Union Pacific bond flotation. A scram- 
ble to get out of speculative holdings 
resulted, which proved costly to values. 
The stagnation of yesterday’s market 
was transformed into a degree of ac- 
tivity, which ran up a total of sales for 
the firet hour of as much as yesterday's 
total transactions. Recent suppositions 
of unlimited buying orders at prices 
Slightly below the existing level of the 
market, which might serve to buttress 
the market against attack, proved un- 
founded and prices slid downward easily 
and rapidly before selling comparative- 
ly light, except by contrast witih the 
week’s dullness. The Eries were con- 
spicuous in the decline, as was natural, 
and selling of those stocks for foreign 
account was a notable factor in the 
early break. ‘The close association of 
Union Pacific in the speculative mind 
with the day’s developments was indi- 
cated by the large volume of transac- 
tions in that stock and its prominent 
place in the decline.

LAW EXPLAINED 


BY CORTELYOU 


Sends Out Circular Dealing 
With New Currency 
Act. 


Washington’ June 12.—Secretary Cor- 
telyou today madc public a treasury 
department circular carrying into ef- 
fect the new currency act approved 
May 30 last. After quoting the act, 
the secretary calls attention the 
fact that there ara two methods of 
applying for additional national bank 
currency under its provisions. 

Banks occupying contiguous 
tory may organize currency associa- 
tions provided there are at least ten 
banks in each association with mini- 
mum aggregate capital and surplus of 
at least $5,000,000, while the  indi- 
vidual banks must have an unimpaired 
capital and surplus of not less than 
20 per cent. Any member of such an 
association with outstanding circulat- 
ing notes of not less than 40 per cent 
of its capital may obtain additional 
circulating notes under section |! of 
the act. 

National banks of the same standing 
as to capital and surplus, but not 
members of an association, may: obtain 
additional circulation under section 3 
of the act. The names of the associa- 
tions must be indicative of the locality, 
and an association may not style itself 


to

“First National Currency Association.” | 


A table igs included in the circular 
showing by states the amount of cap- 
ital and surplus of national banks en- 
titled to membership in the currency 
association araranged by st&tes and 
sections. 

Will wot Attot Territory. 

Secretary Cortelyou says it will be 
seen from this table that the nattona! 
banks within some states are not eli- 
gible to form by ‘themselves currency 
associations for lack of aggregate cap- 
ital and surplus, so they must be af- 
fillated with banks in contiguous states 
for that purpose. The secretary will 
not at this time allot any territory for 
the formation of associations other 
than as indicated in his circular. It is 
thought that the banks may prefer to 
come together of thelr own volition, 
and it is preferable that state lines be 
observed as far as practicable, and 
the banks should not apply for ad- 
mission to associations not occupying 
contiguous territory. The secretary 
may assign to an association any qual- 
ified national bank which did not take 
part in its formation. 

A subsequent circular will define the 
method ‘to be followed in obtaining ad- 
ditional circulation through the na- 
tional bank currency associations. In- 
dividual banks of the association, how- 
ever, desiring to obtain additional cir- 
culation must submit their applications 
to the officers oft the associations, and 
not to the secretary of the treasury. 
Those officers will then apply to the 
department. 

Applications for 
tion under section 
banks not members of associations, 
may be addressed to the comptroller 
of the currency, who will advise them 
as to the procedure. One per cent per 
annum upon the average monthly 
amount of public deposits held will be 
paid by depository banks, to be com- 
prted from June 15, 1908, and to be 
pavable July !, the same _ vyear, and 
thereafter on January ! and July | 
annually. 

Interest will be paid on the entire 
amount held by temporary or special 
depositories, and on the amount held 
by regular depositories in excess of 
the amount needed for the transaction 
of public business. Each bank will be 
advised by letter of the amount of its 
exemption. 

Finally, the secretary reserves the 
right, upon notice, to increase the rate 
of interest to be paid by depositories.
